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Fischer named VP 

position on a full-time basis at the April 17 
meeting of the Board of Governors. 

He was recommended for the position 
by a search committee chaired by Presi¬ 
dent Dr. Howard Petch. 

The 46-year-old Fischer received the 
endorsement of 66.6 per cent of regular full¬ 
time faculty members in a secret ballot 
which ended April 12. 

Seventy-two per cent of 446 eligible 
faculty members voted on the acceptability 
of Fischer as a candidate for vice- 
president, academic. 

Of 324 faculty members who voted, 216 
were in favour of Fischer’s candidacy with 
108 opposed. 

Fischer was appointed to a five-year 
term as Dean of Arts and Science, July 1, 
1975. While he has been serving as acting 
vice-president, Dr. Izzud-Din Pal (Econom¬ 
ics) has been acting dean of arts and 
science. 

Pal also served as acting dean during 
1977-78 while Fischer was on study leave. 

At this week’s meeting the BOG named 
Pal Acting Dean of Arts and Science until 
a new dean is chosen to take office not later 
than June 30, 1980. 

At the Ring deadline it was not known 
when a search committee for a new dean of 
arts and science would be formed. 

Fischer has been a professor in the 
chemistry department since 1969. A native 
of Christchurch, New Zealand, he taught 
organic chemistry at the University of 
Canterbury in Christchurch from 1955 to 
1969.

Will UVic make room for regular part time academics? 

Sessionals sit down with deans

Whether permanent part time academic 
positions should be created at UVic 
was the central issue which emerged at a 
meeting April 17 attended by three faculty 
deans and seven representatives of the 
committee to effect equity for sessionals 
(CEES). 

The two-hour discussion marked the 
first formal meeting between CEES and 
the committee of deans to study the situa¬ 
tion of sessionals at UVic, appointed by 
* president Dr. Howard Petch last fall. 

The deans committee is comprised of 
chairwoman Dean Norma Mickelson (Edu¬ 
cation), UVic vice-president Dr. Alfred 
Fischer (Chemistry) and Dean Peter Smith 
(Fine Arts). 

Mickelson said at the start of the meet¬ 
ing that she has been gathering informa¬ 
tion on stipends paid to sessional lecturers 
at UVic and other universities across the 
country. 

At the meeting’s conclusion, she said 
the committee will be formulating its reac¬ 
tion to a list of objectives presented by 
CEES and seeking a statement from the 
Faculty Association on its position regard¬ 


ing sessionals, before making recommen¬ 
dations to the president. 

“My perception is that there is a prob¬ 
lem regarding the situation of sessionals. 
We want to resolve it one way or another. 
I’ll move on this as quickly as I can. We’ll 
meet within the next two weeks and will 
get back to you,” she said. 

“One of the things we will be deciding is 
whether we think there should be part time 
appointments or not.” 

There are about 175 sessionals at UVic, 
approximately two thirds of whom are part 
time appointments. They teach courses 
lacking instructors when professors are on 
study leave or for other reasons. CEES is 
an outgrowth of an ad hoc committee 
formed in the fall by Drs. John Banks and 
George Monticone, part time sessional 
appointees in the philosophy department 
whose terms expire this summer. Current 
CEES chairwoman is Dr. Alison Schwart- 
zentruber (Psychology) who was present at 
the meeting along with Banks, Monticone, 
and sessionals Dr. Rona Dexter (Creative 
Writing), Dr. Arthur Olin (Physics), Dr. 
Jim Boutilier (Pacific Studies) and Judith 
Terry (Education). 

The objectives presented by CEES for 
discussion covered status, job definition, 


job security, salaries, fringe benefits and 
representation through formal channels 
for sessional negotiations with the univer¬ 
sity administration. 

Sessionals now are hired at the rank of 
sessional lecturer regardless of qualifica¬ 
tions, usually for eight month appoint¬ 
ments with no presumption of renewal, at 
varying salaries usually substantially 
lower than those of regular faculty. 

On the topic of job definition, CEES 
asked that sessional duties be clearly- 
defined in terms of hours per week, duties, 
expected research and other scholarly 
activities expected, committee work and 
supervision of graduate and other 
students. 

“The normal university expectation is 
that part time sessionals are hired to teach 
a course and that’s it,” said Fischer. 

“In my faculty, sessionals are hired for 
teaching, not research, although the 
appointees may view it differently,” said 
Mickelson. 

Smith said that in the Fine Arts faculty 
there are sometimes “grey areas” in the 
distinction between teaching and other 
duties as, for example, when a musician 
gives performances as well as classes. 

Schwartzentruber said there are varia¬ 


tions among the expectations of session¬ 
als, but a small number are qualified and 
want to do research. “We are looking for a 
career.” 

Fischer called offering research oppor¬ 
tunities to sessionals as part of their job “a 
sticking point” which he “couldn’t 
encourage”. 

This may be convenient for the univer¬ 
sity, but is there any justification? asked 
Schwartzentruber. 

Because we hire a person to teach a 
course, we do not anticipate that it is possi¬ 
ble for the university to offer a career to 
somebody on a part time basis,” said 
Fischer. 

Smith said the university now has the 
advantage of a “buyer’s market” when hir¬ 
ing sessionals. 

Schwartzentruber said encouraging 
part time appointments may be against 
university policy, but it is a direction 
society as a whole is moving toward • 

An increasing, number of people, she 
said, want to work part time for different 
reasons such as those who are raising 
families. 

“Although they don’t want to work a 48

hour week, they can be productive as part 
time appointments. Research shows that 
two part time appointments can be more 
productive than one full time appointment. 
This trend is going to happen in society 
whether the university wants it or not, and 
it would be wise for the university to go 
with it.” 

Banks stated that the university has an 
obligation to both full and part time 
employees. “ You seem to want to discharge 
any obligations to part time employees by 
virtue of the fact that they’re part time. 
Many people in the humanities are being 
abused because this obligation is not being 
fulfilled.” 

“We want careers. But the very defini¬ 
tion of careers in society is being chal¬ 
lenged by society,” said Schwartzentruber. 
“Very successfully challenged,” noted 
Smith. 

On the issue of sessionals’ eligibility for 
research and travel grants, Schwartzen¬ 
truber said “we’re only asking for eligibil¬ 
ity, and if a sessional is successful in 
making an application everybody gets the 
glory including the university, department 
and individual concerned.” 

Fischer said that limited funds and 
budget contraints are justifications for not 
extending eligibility to sessionals. “There 
seems little point in enfranchising another 
group at the expense of faculty!” 

“Why not? Aren’t sessionals part of the 
faculty?” replied Banks. 

Fischer said that full-time sessional 
appointments have had travel grants and 
the differences arise in relation to part time 
appointees. . 

Mickelson observed that,“since career 
patterns across the country are changing, 
maybe we should look at part time tenure 
track appointments.” 

It would be necessary to introduce 12 
month part time appointments in place of 
the current eight in order to make it possi¬ 
ble for sessionals to apply for research 
grants, said Smith. 

Fischer said the most he could foresee in 
the way of part time regular appointments 
would be for a department to decide to 
divide one regular full time appointment 
into two part time ones. “But, a department 
might not want to do this.” 

Schwartzentruber suggested that 
senior members of faculty might wish to 
take advantage of part time appointments 
to reduce their teaching loads while retain¬ 
ing their professorial status. 

“It might happen occasionally. But I’m 
cynical about people wanting to reduce 
their salaries,” said Fischer. 

During a discussion of salary rates for 
sessionals Banks said he wished to hear a 
clear statement on the role of the univer¬ 
sity as an employer. “What we have now is 
a stituation in which the university has 
175 sessionals who take jobs which actu¬ 
ally require more than pure teaching. Peo¬ 
ple in the humanities and the fine arts are 
not being paid on the basis of what a per¬ 
son must do to keep up with professional 
qualifications. Maybe it’s a way for the 
university to get the teaching done. But, is 
the university committeed to treating 
employees fairly or not. Is the present posi¬ 
tion just? What’s relevant?” 
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Smith said he considered the debate an 
important one which he is open to discuss¬ 
ing further. “I’m learning things this 
morning which I would like to think 
about.” He also said he believes that a part 
time sessional appointment that continues 
for three or more years should become a 
regular appointment. 

Schwartzentruber pointed out that 
salaries “range incredibly among session¬ 
als”. Smith said he was “surprised” at 
anomalies discovered in this regard. 
(According to a survey conducted by CEES 
this year, most part time sessionals receive 
between $2,500 to $4,000 per three unit 
course taught.) 

In the salary objectives presented to the 
committee, CEES asked that sessionals 
receive salaries commensurate with quali¬ 
fications and experience, that salaries 
should be increased with increased expe¬ 
rience and qualifications, and part time 
sessional salaries be pro-rated as a percen¬ 
tage of regular full time salaries of the 
same rank. 

“The principle of pro-rating seems fair,” 
said Smith. 

“But,” said Fischer, “I must warn you 
that in many cases we think we already do 
that.” 

In the area of fringe benefits, sessionals 
are seeking to participate in insurance, 
dental plan, and other benefits which they 
are legally eligible for, on a pro-rated basis. 

They also said they are seeking formal 
channels of negotiation with the adminis¬ 
tration other than through the Faculty 
Association since part time sessionals do 
not have voting rights within the 
association. 

“They (the Faculty Association) don’t 
want us really. . . They feel they have 
enough on their hands and don’t want to 
get involved with our issues,” said 
Schwartzentruber. 

She noted it is difficult for sessionals to 
maintain formal channels of negotiation 
because the appointments are temporary 
and change quickly. 

Smith suggested that CEES continue to 
seek an adjunct position within the 
Faculty Association in the interest of conti¬ 
nuity of representation. 

Schwartzentruber said “there is con¬ 
cern among some of us in Arts and Science 
that the Faculty Association wants to get 
rid of part time appointments.” 

Mickelson said she is “sympathetic” to 
Schwartzentruber’s statements that part 
time appointments are increasingly impor¬ 
tant as society changes and also from the 
point of view of women raising families — 
“if that’s not a chauvinistic statement to 
make, which I think it is!” 

She said CEES “has moved a long way 
in identifying a lot of problems and has no 
reason to expect that these will not be 
resolved within the next year”. A central 
problem for many of the deans, she said, 
will be what to do about money. 

“We would rather have a few people 
treated justly than many treated unfairly,” 
said Schwartzentruber. 

Following the meeting, Monticone said 
he was satisfied with the discussion but 
was concerned that it was held so late in 
the academic year, in spite of requests by 
CEES for an earlier meeting date. 

It is difficult at this time of year for 
many sessionals to continue to be active in 
negotiations as some have already left 
campus, some will be leaving soon, and 
others are uncertain about their future 
status, he said. 


Album hits stores 

The first album to be recorded in the Uni¬ 
versity Centre Auditorium at UVic is now 
available in local music stores. 

The recording was made by UVic music 
professor and clarinetist Ethan Sloane, 
pianist Paul Posnak, professor at Mannes 
College of Music in New York and Alan 
Iglitzin, violist with the Philadelphia 
String Quartet and artist-in-residence at 
the University of Washington. 

The album was recorded for Crystal 
Records of Los Angeles in September 1978. 

The three musicians recorded Max 
Bruch’s Opus 73, eight romantic pieces 
written in 1894 which have never before 
been recorded in their entirety. 


Residence fee hikes ranging from 11 to over 
12.6 per cent were approved by the UVic 
Board of Governors (BOG) at a meeting 
April 17. 

The new 1979-80 fee scale will apply to 
summer session students and those plan¬ 
ning to live in residence beginning in Sep¬ 
tember. 

An innovation in residence fees this fall 
will be the offering of reduced rates to stu¬ 
dents who don’t eat breakfast, UVic admi¬ 
nistrative vice-president Dean Trevor 
Matthews told the BOG while recommend¬ 
ing approval of the fee hikes. 

In dollars and cents, the hikes mean 
that residence students occupying single 
rooms who paid $1,634 for room and board 
in 1978-79 will be charged $1,841 in 1978- 
79, an increase of $207. Those who don’t 
wish to eat breakfast in residence from 
Monday to Friday will be charged $1,776, 
an increase of $142 over last year’s rate. 

Students occupying double rooms in 
1978-79 will be charged $1,659 for room and 
board during the academic year, an 
increase of $168. Those eating 14 meals 
instead of 19 per week (brunch is served on 
weekends instead of breakfast and lunch) 
will be charged $1,594. 

Summer session fees are $487 for single

The Hughes’ sketch is an annotated 
pencil sketch with notes of color and 
shading. 

“It’s a sketch in the academic tradition 


occupancy, compared to $432 charged last 
year, and $439 for doubles, compared to 
$391 charged last year. 

The rationale for the residence fee hikes 
was presented to the BOG by Matthews. 
He said the objective was to develop a 
break-even residence budget for 1978-79 
“providing the resulting increase in resi¬ 
dence rates would not place the UVic rates 
out of line with rates at other Canadian 
institutions. 

“I am pleased to inform you that as a • 
result of the lower than anticipated loan 
required to finance the Gordon Head resi¬ 
dences, the attainment of our target on 
extra sessional revenues, and from further 
economies achieved in the operation of the 
residences, it has been possible to develop a 
break-even budget which would require an 
average increase in our residence rates of 
12 per cent.” 

Figures presented to the BOG indicated 
that UVic may have no difficulties filling 
the 892 residence places available in the 
fall. By April 5 the number of applications 
received was 1,298 and Matthews indi¬ 
cated there had been increases since then. 

“We have 1,354 applications for 900 resi¬ 
dence places and they’re still coming in,” 
he told the BOG.

The 
organ was purchased last year for UVic with a $40,000 donation from Dr. Joyce Clearihue, daugh¬ 
ter of UVic’s first chancellor. The organ was dismantled and carried across Canada in a van from 
Arvida Quebec after its purchase. It had been built for the parish of Saint-Mathias in Arvjda, 
Quebec, by master French organ builders and was put up for sale when its owners found the cost 
of maintenance prohibitive because of temperature extremes in the Quebec climate. The organ 
pieces were placed in an offstage room at University Centre to acclimatize before Spilker could 
start repairs and renovations. Spilker is building a new cedar case for the instrument designed to 
harmonize with the interior of the University Centre Auditorium, where it will be installed begin¬ 
ning the second week of July. The case will pick up the geometrical motif of the Auditorium’s 
acoustical “clouds" and will help to focus the organ’s sound. 


Gifts for Maltwood 
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NFB offers a ‘reel’ opportunity 
for Canadian authors

Canadian writers, long shunted from what 
would seem a natural market for their 
work, may at last be getting in on one of our 
country’s fastest growing pursuits, the 
Canadian film industry. 

And this, says A1 Kroeker, freelance 
director for the National Film Board of 
Canada, is no idle promise* 

. “The film board has decided it’s about 
time to go to the authors,” said Kroeker in 
an interview recently. “The first problem 
was recognizing the Canadian authors 
that will provide the fodder. We are now 
trying to set up intimate contacts with wri¬ 
ters, co-operating rather than doing battle 
with them.” 

Kroeker, who has been living in Win¬ 
nipeg for the past five years, is a film tech¬ 
nician, cameraman, and freelance 
director. He was in Victoria to consult with 
author W.D. Valgardson (Creative Writ¬ 
ing) on a Valgardson short story that 
Manitoba’s education department and the 
NFB are going to make into a 20-minute 
film this summer. 

The story, “God is not a Fish Inspector ”, 
is to be shot on location in the Gimli, 
Manitoba area, where it is set, and is to be 
first in a series for schools premiering over 
CBC’s Western Prairie Region tentatively 
on Dec. 15. 

Other authors whose stories are being 
considered for film adaptation are cele¬ 
brated Canadians Jack Ludwig and 
Gabrielle Roy. Kroeker chose Valgard- 
son’s story “because I could see it for what 
it was. I liked it and I have an obsession 
about doing it.” 

The story is about an old fisherman 
whose licence has been taken away 
because of his age. Under the threat of 
being placed in an old folk’s home just 
across the street from his house, he con¬ 
tinues to fish illegally, gambling day after 


day with the fish inspector who, he 
believes, would take his boat away if he 
were caught. 

“The story has a universal quality,” 
says Kroeker. “It is not just a regional 
story, but very concrete, about the terror 
humans have about losing their dignity.” 

Often there are problems with trans¬ 
forming print into film. In discussing this 
film script, Kroeker said, “the story is all 
there — nothing has to be created. The pic¬ 
ture I had of the story initially is in my 
mind, but Mr. Valgardson and I are work¬ 
ing on different possibilities, maybe even 
changing the story slightly. 

“For example, we may change the 
beginning — cheating as we call it. It may 
not be in the story, but it’s still in the 
essences! the story. We are being true to it, 
while not necessarily being literal.” 

Kroeker will write the film script him¬ 
self, and is hoping that local Manitoba 


actors and actresses will be hired for the 
parts. Having spent a few summers north 
of Gimli, he knows the physical details of 
the area as well as the people, and has 
“strong associations” between the story 
and the area. 

“It’s a delight to read the story and be 
able to recognize the people and the places. 
I can visualize a cup of coffee in a styro¬ 
foam cup, a box of sugar cubes and a tin of 
Carnation evaporated milk on these fisher¬ 
men’s tables. In that sense, these people 
aren’t just living anywhere.” 

Then there are the “pragmatic consider¬ 
ations” for choosing this story. The “real” 
reason it was chosen was that it can be 
made cheaply and simply, with few char¬ 
acters, on location close to Winnipeg. It is 
to be a low-budget film. 

“Drama is expensive to do and the NFB 
has limited financial resources. Our Win¬ 
nipeg office has humble origins. However, 


the important thing is that we are acknowl¬ 
edging our dependence on the writer, 
because the core of the film is the story.” 

He said Canadian authors have been 
paid so little for so long that they’ve been 
undervaluing themselves. 

“Once they begin either working in col¬ 
laboration with the film producers or writ¬ 
ing the scripts themselves, they will be 
ensnared into the film business. It will 
then be up to authors to put the gun to 
producers heads so they’ll have to pay 
more for stories.” 

Kroeker feels that u God is not r a Fish 
Inspector ” will go over very well with stu¬ 
dents, who are presently studying the story 
in school as a required text. After it is aired 
on CBC, it will then be opened up for gen¬ 
eral distribution, particularly to be used in 
schools as a teaching aid. 

“The NFB is interested in this educa¬ 
tional tie-in aspect. In providing a service 
for this specific market, the educational 
content is already there, as is a much- 
needed Canadian content. We are also pub¬ 
licizing the author.” 

He added that Valgardson’s stories lend 
themselves very well to film and to this 
educational market. 

“When I first read his stories, I felt I had 
to grab one before someone else did. I didn’t 
tell anyone, and I thought I was the only 
one who knew about W.D. Valgardson’s 
stories. I soon found out I was wrong and 
that there are a lot of people out there look¬ 
ing for good material.” 

The NFB is considering adapting to 
film three more of Valgardson’s stories, 
“Capita/”, “Trees” and “ Bloodflowers” , in 
the near fiiture. And that’s just one Cana¬ 
dian author. 

A note to all the rest: Canada’s film 
industry, one of the best in the world in 
terms of technical capability, is growing 
all the time. Right now, one of the best 
markets for Canadian writers is in films.

More profs get NSERC grants 


The Natural Sciences and Engineering 
Research Council (NSERC) of Canada has 
awarded more than $1.2 million to UVic 
scientists for research projects during the 
next year. 

The 1979-80 grants are being used pri¬ 
marily to hire research assistants'and to 
pay for equipment for research ranging 
from studies of older stars to an investiga¬ 
tion of a new and possibly toxic enzyme 
discovered by UVic scientists. 

A total of 80 scientists in seven depart¬ 
ments received $835,000 in regular NSERC 
grants, representing an increase of 9.3 per 
cent from regular NSERC grants received 
for 1978-79. 

While pleased with this overall percen¬ 
tage increase, Dr. John Dewey, Dean of 
Graduate Studies at UVic, says he is “dis¬ 
appointed” that across Canada second 
and third year instalments of regular 
research grants have been increased by 
only 3.5 per cent to cover increased costs of 
doing research. 

“This 3.5 per cent increase does not 
come close to covering the cost of inflation 
in research,” says Dewey. 

Dewey says scientists across Canada 
are concerned because the federal govern¬ 
ment had announced a policy of increasing 
funds for research and development. 

“There has been no significant increase 
in research funds since 1969,” says Dewey. 
“At the same time statistics show that the 
cost of doing research has risen much more 
dramatically than the cost of other items.” 

Dewey says the 9.3 per cent increase in 
funds for UVic is “very satisfying” and is 
the result of an increased number of UVic 
research projects supported by the 
NSERC. 

“This is a good indication that research 


done at this university is considered to be 
of national importance,” he adds. 

In addition to the regular NSERC 
grants, UVic scientists working at TRI- 
UMF received $225,000 for research pro¬ 
jects. TRIUMF is the $32 million cyclotron 
located at the University of British Colum¬ 
bia where scientists probe sub-atomic par¬ 
ticles and where the most advanced form of 
treatment for deep-seated cancers is being 
developed. 

TRIUMF is operated by UVic and three 
other western Canadian universities. 

Thirteen scientists in three UVic 
departments were also awarded $153,000 
for the first year of a three-year $518,000 
study of aquatic and marine pollution. 
This special NSERC Strategic Grant in 
Environmental Toxicology is one of the 
largest of its kind ever awarded to a Cana¬ 
dian university. 

UVic has also received a $30,000 
NSERC CORE grant for projects con¬ 
nected with the university’s research ves¬ 
sel, the John Strickland. 

Federal research grants to UVic profes¬ 
sors in the humanities and social sciences 
will be announced by the Canada Council. 

The regular NSERC grants were given 
to professors in the departments of chemis¬ 
try, physics, biology, mathematics, bio : 
chemistry and microbiology, psychology 
and the school of public administration. 

Six scientists in the department of bio¬ 
chemistry and microbiology received 
$122,000 for research projects, an increase 
of 45 per cent in funds for that department 
from 1978-79. 

One of the NSERC grants will enable 
Dr. Michael Ashwood-Smith, a biologist, to 
continue his investigation of the muta¬ 
genic effects of freeze-drying cells. 


Biologist • Dr. John Hayward has 
received funds to continue his research 
into techniques for survival in cold water. 

Physicist Dr. R.M. Clements has 
received a grant to continue his investiga¬ 
tion of improvements to the operation of 
the internal combustion engine while Dr. 
Clare Porao, a psychologist, is continuing 
her research on eye movement mecha¬ 


nisms in sighting dominance. 

Dr. Thomas Lambe of the school of pub¬ 
lic administration is studying decision 
making in urban transportation systems. 

Other grants have been received for 
research into mathematical problems, 
astrophysics sub-molecular chemistry and 
aspects of plant, animal and insect life. 
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Budget in Limbo 

The three B.C. universities will probably wait until after the May 10 provin¬ 
cial election before making any decision on possible tuition fee increases. 

“Right now we’re in a very uncertain situation because of the provincial 
election,” UVic President Dr. Howard Petch told the Board of Governors 
(BOG) at the April 17 meeting. 

The B.C. government had prepared a budget calling for $217 million in 
operating grants for 1979-80 for the three B.C. universities, an increase of 8.3 ' 
per cent from operating grants in 1978-79. 

The electiqn was called by Premier William Bennett before the budget was 
passed by the provincial legislature. 

Petch said he has been in contact with University of British Columbia and 
Simon Fraser University officials and the three universities plan to hold 
back on any decision concerning tuition fees until this year’s operating 
grants are known. 

“We’re really up in the air as to what the increase will be” he said. “Until 
the operating grant to the universities is known, it is unlikely that the Univer¬ 
sities Council of British Columbia (UCBC) will decide on the allocation of 
grants to the individual universities.” 

In an interview last week, UCBC chairman Dr. William Gibson said the 
universities can assume there will be some increase in funds. 

“Once the total operating grant is known, the individual universities 
should be able to accurately estimate what sort of increase they’ll be getting,” 
he said. 

Gibson explained that the three universities and UCBC have worked out 
an “agreed methodology” for the allocation of grants. 













Here’s How(e) to trade 
teaching for coaching 


If the Board of Governors approves a uni¬ 
que agreement between an academic 
department and a non-academic depart¬ 
ment, Dr. Bruce Howe,chairman of the div¬ 
ision of physical education, will be 
appointed coach of the UVic Vikings 
Rugby Club for the 1979-80 season. 

The department of athletics and recrea¬ 
tional services has offered to purchase a 
third of Howe’s teaching time from the 
division. 

This means that Howe will be relieved 
of some teaching duties to coach the Vik¬ 
ings. He explains that he now spends 
roughly half his time on administrative 
duties as chairman of the division and half 
his time on teaching and research. 

“I would not consider coaching the Vik¬ 
ings under any other circumstances,” he 
explains. “Coaching takes up a fair 
amount of time and faculty members are 
just too busy to do it well along with a full 
load of teaching and research.” 

Howe would replace Ian MacLean who 
did not re-apply for the head coaching job 
after three years at the helm of the Vikings. 

Recently named coach of Canada’s 
national rugby team, Howe will be busy 
with the national team during May and 
June. “I don’t know if I’ve bit off more than 
I can chew by accepting this second coach¬ 
ing job but I’ll give it a try,” he says. 

“We are indeed fortunate to have a 
replacement of the calibre of Bruce Howe,” 
says Ken Shields, co-ordinator of athletics 
at UVic. 

Howe, 38, brings 20 years of rugby expe¬ 
rience as a player and coach to the Vikings. 

He plans to implement a pass-oriented 


game for the Vikings. “We will be the best- 
conditioned team in competition and des¬ 
pite a slight rebuilding job, we have 
potentially the country’s best university 
squad.” 

Howe also hopes to re-establish a fresh¬ 
men team similar' to the old UVic Jutes 
which would feed players to the Vikings. 

A native of New Zealand Howe has 
coached the Vancouver Island All-Stars 
and the British Columbia Provincial 
Rugby Team. He was captain of the B.C. 
provincial team in 1972-73 and was named 
to the national team. 

McLean enjoyed his most successful 
coaching season in 1977-78 as the Vikings 
won 18 games and lost nine. “Ian provided 
strong leadership for our rugby program,” 
says Shields. “The department is proud of 
his accomplishments and appreciative of 
his contributions.” 

McLean says there is a possibility that 
he may coach next year at some level, but 
has no immediate plans.
